A sewage disposal permit must 
be obtained from Health Officer 
Wiliam McMath before any work 
is done. Each request for the $5 
permit must be accompanied by a 
detailed plan of the proposed in­ 
stallation. 
McMath calls the new ordinance, 
"Insurance that any sewage facili­ 
ties that are Installed are installed 
correctly.” In clarifying the ordi­ 
nance he said, "The ordinance ap­ 
plies only to sewage Installation 
not to plumbing. 
"The septic tank must be ac­ 
companied by either a cesspool or a 
field drain, whichever Is practical.” 
. Permit Needed 
Though it has been necessary for 
Penndel residents to apply for a 
permit before installing factlties, 
it has not been 
necessary for 
them to have a septic tank. A cess­ 


pool has been considered adequate 
in the past. 
The septic tank must be located 
not less than IO feet from any 
house. It must be connected with 
the cesspool by a conduit. The 
cesspool itself must be not lese 
than 25 feet from any home and 
not less than IO feet from any 
party line. 
Specifications for the sewage In­ 
stallation are based on the 1951 
revision of the |FHA publication 
"Minimum Requirements for In 
dividual Water-Supply and Sew- 
age-Disposal 
Systems, 
State 
of 
Pennsylvania.” 
Inspection 
McMath is required to inspect 
each sewage disposal system be 
fore it is covered. 
The 
new- ordinance 
was felt 
necessary according to McMath 
because, ‘‘Some of the systems put 
in yesrs ago ara Inadequate. It 
is possible for them to crfi4te very 
bad health conditions and there ie 
a danger of people getting sick as 
the result of overflowing cesspools. 
I'd hate to see sn epidemic around 
here.”

how Parents Can Help Child 
To Succeed at Schoolwork 
By CARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 
LET us consider tho child re ­ 
turning to school to the second 
grade, fifth or twelfth. Wa w ant 
him to go hopefully, We w ant him 
to succeed. I ts fine lf he has al­ 
ready met his teacher or teachers 
or heard good things about them . 
He Is fortunate lf he has no anx­ 
ieties hanging over him from last 
y ears 
unpleasant 
experiences, 
such as low grades or even from 
failures, 
If he lagged at school last year, 
don't rem ind him of it now or 
warn him w hat will happen lf he 
doesn't study hard. If he volun­ 
teers discussion of the m atter, 
assure him you will do anything 
to help him, even to finding some 
kind, patient teacher to tutor him 
a few tim es a week. Then keep 
your word. 
In case your child has heard 
tilings about a certain teacher 
th a t have led him to suppose he 
won t like her or him , suggest 
th a t he try early to find out w hat 
this teacher expects and then to 
m easure up to this expectation. 
You even m ight discover ways to 
build up in him a growing regard 
for, and faith in, this teacher 
during 
the 
early 
weeks 
and 
m onths of school. And sometimes 
a child in the early grades was so 
devoted to his teacher last year 
th a t he feels anxious about the 
new teacher. 
We parents are on trial when 
the child a t the beginning of 
school is sure he won’t like a cer­ 
tain teacher. Negative sugges­ 
tions related thereto can do u n ­ 
told harm , just as the right posi­ 
tive suggestion could be helpful.

Of one thing we can b- certain: 
Everything we say at home about 
j the school and teachers and to 
other parents with children In 
the*same school, m n have good 
or ill effect on our own child's 
success at school. (My bulletin, 
“Parents Can Help Child Succeed 
at School,*' may be had by send­ 
ing a self-addressed, stam ped en­ 
velope to me In care of this news­ 
paper.) 
W hereas most children return­ 
ing to the same junior or senior 
high school had their schedule 
made out for them last May of 
June, some didn’t. A lot of parents 
signed a note last spring approv­ 
ing the youth's course‘of study 
for this year without reading It 
or talking It over with the child. 
I f s not to o Jato now to do this 
and to take J he m atter seriously, 
even to confer with the voca­ 
tional counselor or principal of 
the school. 
Suppose you have an ambition 
to send your son or daughter to 
college. Do you know w hether he 
Is taking the kind of courses m ak­ 
ing college entrance passible, or 
if he isn t, why he is not? Ifs 
about the least we parents can 
do to show enough interest to 
know what our child's studies are 
to be this year. 
Let us parent^ remember th a t 
the sky is the limit on the possi­ 
bilities for us, in scores and scores 
of ways, to cultivate at home the 
right family climate for helping 
our child succeed at school.
